PETROGRAD, June 7—In their new offensive movement the 
Russians have captured more than forty thousand men, it was an- 
nounced officially today. 4 

The statement says that on the line between the Pripet and the 
Roumanian frontier, over which the campaign is being fought, the 
Russians thus far have taken 900 officers, 40,000 men, 77 guns, 134 
machine guns and 49 bomb throwers. 

The text of the official statement follows: 

“The successes of our troops in Volhynia, Galicia and Bukowina 
are developing. The total number of prisoners and trophies captured 
in the fighting, which resulted in the enemy being dislodged from his 
powerfully fortified positions, countinues to increase. 

„Since the beginning of the recent actions until noon Tuesday, 
General Brusiloff’s armies have cautured 900 officers, more than 
40,000 rank anil file, 77 guns, 134 machine guns, and 49 trench 
mortars, and in addition searchlights, telephone, field kitchens, large 
quantities of arms and war material and great reserves of ammuni- 
tion. 

„A number of Datteries were captured intact by our infantry, 
with all their guns and limbers. In the reeent fighting the enemy bad 
actual proof of the increase in our war material. The actions have 
strengthened our confidence that, as this material develops, the 
enemy’s fortified lines will be more effectively destroyed. 

“The valor and dash of our troops were proved by the result 
achieved in only three days’ fighting. His Majesty, the supreme com- 
under, at ten o’clock last night telegraphed. from headquarters the 
following despatch, congratulating the troops of General Brusiloff on 
the success attained ’ 

„Transmit to my well-beloved troops on the front under your 
command the ngws that Iam, following with satisfaction their brave

gratitude, May the goood’ God assist us in driving our enemies from 
our territories; 1 am convinced that all will hold firmly together and 
fight until the glorious end for Russian arms.

‘‘Prudence does not permit us at present to divulge the names 
of the valiant battalions, which fought sometimes with the loss of all 
officers. It is equally impossible to publish the names of the brave 
general officers killed or wounded, or the localities where the combats 
occurred.

GERMANS SA 
THAT FT. VAUX 
IS CAPTURED 


Assert That Attacks of French 
Have Been Repulsed With 
Heavy Losses 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BERLIN, June 7, via London—Fort 
Vaux one of the Verdun defences, has 
been captured by the German troops, 
according to the official statement is- 
sued from headquarters today. What 
remained of the French garrison fin- 
ally gurrendered, and an attempt to 
relieve the fort Tuesday resulted in the, 
capture by the Germans of 700 un- 
wounded prisoners. 

The statement reads: 

“On the western bank of the Meuse, 
strong French forces, after vigorous 
artillery preparation, thrice attacked 
our Hnes on Caurette height. The 
enemy was repulsed. The position is 
completely in our hands. 

“On the eastern bank there was 
hard fighting on the 2nd instant be- 
tween Cailette wood and Damloup, 
which produced advantages. 

“The armored Fort Vaux, in all 
parts, has been in our hands since last 
night. It was really stormed on the 
2nd instant by the first company of 
the Paderborn infantry regiment, un- 
der command of Lieut. Ranckot, ef- 
fectively supported by Pioneers—the 
first company reserve pioneer batta- 
lion number 20, reserve Lieut. Ruberg, 
and other detachments. These troops 
followed the stormers. 

“The publication of this fact was 
withheld so far because some under- 
ground places, inaccessible by us, were 
still held by the remains of the French 
garrison. These have now surrend- 
ered. The result of these operations 
und a vain uttempt at relief yesterday 
brought over 700 unwounded prison- 
ers. A large number of guns, machine 
guns and mine throwers were cap- 
tured. . 

“Wights around the slopes on both 
sides of the works and on the high 
ridges southwest of tho village of 
Damloup were successfully carried 
out. 

“During the past few days the ene- 
my made desperate efforts to ward off 
the loss of the fort and the adjoining 
positions. All his counter attackg have 
failed with severe losses, 

“Besides the Paderborn troops, oth- 
ers which especially distinguished 
themselves in the fighting are the 
Westphalians, the Lippe and the East 
Prussian troops. The kaiser has con- 
ferred the Order Pour le Merity on 
Lieut. Ranckot. 

“In the eastern and Balkan theatres 
the position with regard to the Ger- 
mans is unchanged.” 

French Deny Report. 

PARIS, June 7.—The official com- 
munication issued tonight by the war 
office reads: 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
there has been great artillery activity 
in the region of Hill 304, on the 
right bank the very violent bombard- 
ment continued against our first and 
second lines from the region of Dou- 
aumont to Damloup. 

“The Germans announce today that 
Fort Vaux fell into their power on the 
evening of June 6, On June 7, at 
8:60 o'vlock in the morning, Fort 
Vaux was still in our hands. Since 
that hour, by reason of the violence of 
the bombardment, it has not been pos- 
sible to effect any communication with 
the fort, 

“In the Vosges German reconnais- 
sances against our positions south of 
Cellen were repulsed by our fire.

PETROGRAD, June 7—Ficld Mar- 
shall Earl Kitchener's death has pro- 
foundly affected the whole of Russia. 
His proposed visit to Russia had been 
looked forward to with intense inter- 
est, not only by omelals but by the 
public generally, as evidence of the 
further cementing of the growing cor- 
diality between Great Britain and 
Russia and as a concrete token of 
complete co-ordination between the 
fighting forces of the respective coun- 
tries. Russia's renioteness from her 
allies has prevented that closer co-op- 
eration which exlata between France 
and Great Britain and Harl Kitchen- 
er's visit was expected to unify Rus- 
sia’s efforts with the, other nations 
with which her lot is cast. For this 
reason the loss of the British war sec- 
retary has come to Russia as a na- 


tional calamity. * 
Sends Message of Sympathy. 

Foreign Minister Sasenoff, immedi- 
ately the news of Earl Kitchener's 
death was received, cabled an expres- 
sion of sympathy to London on behalf 
of the imperial government. 

Baron Schilling, tary.of 
foreign affairs, in : ab- 
sence of M. Sasanoff, said, with regard 
to the death of Karl Kitchener: 

“The allies have sustained a griev- 
ous loss in the death of Earl Kitch- 
ener, whose ability and worth were 
fully recognized by Russia. His loss, 
however, great as it is, can have no 
appreciable effect on the future con- 
duct of the war.” 

Sir George W. Buchanan, the Bri- 
tish ambassador, has been tho re- 
cipient of a constant stream of mes- 
sages and condolences on the death of 
Earl Kitchener from Russian officials 
and men of all ranks and classes. 

German Comment. 

BERLIN, June 7, via London —The 
newspapers devote much space to 
Earl Kitchener's death, whom they 
generally acknowledge to have been 
an organizer of the greatest ability. 
But there seems to be no disposition 
to exnggerate the importance of his 
death, or to base particular hopes 
thereon. 

The Lokal Anzeiger, commenting 
rather bitterly, declares that Kitchen- 
er's wars were mainly won against 
spearmen and half naked wild peo- 
ples, and that the Boer war was main- 
ly won by interning women and chil- 
dren and permitting thousands to dle. 

Count Von Reventlow, in the Tages 
Zeitung, also indulges in personalities. 
The other papers, however, for the 
most part refrain from attacking Ger- 
man's dead opponent. 

The Taglische Rundschau openly 
confesses to dislike, but also admira- 
tion, for Kitchener, saying: 

“He was un honorable enemy. He 
never visited Germany to ‘admire our 
philosophy and manoeuvres, He nev- 
er dripped with honey¢d phrases about 
a rapprochement, and never pretend- 
ed to love us. We thank him in death 
for that. He was u brutal man, but 
he was a man.”

General Assembly of Pres- 
byterian Church Meets 
in Winnipeg 


NEW HEAD OF CHURCH 
OLD-TIMER OF WEST 


Retiring Moderator, Dr. Mc- 
Gillivray, Preaches Elo- 
quent Sermon

WINNIPEG, June 7.—Rev. Andrew 
Browning Baird, M. A., D. D., who 
thirty-five years ago came to the west 
as a pioneer missionary of the Prex- 
byterian church, und who for almost 
thirty years has been identified with 
the Manitoba College, of which he is 
the acting principal, was tonight elect- 
ed moderator of the general assembly, 
thus receiving the highest honor 
which the denomination can bestow, 
Dr. Baird had previously been nom- 
inated by a large number of the Pres- 
byteries both in thé east and tho west 
and his election in view of his long 
and effilcient services had been con- 
ceded, Other nominations included 
the Rev. Dr. John Neil, of Toronto. 
Dr. Baird, the new moderator, who 
will preside at all the meetings for the 
next ten days, was born in the village 
of Motherwell, Ont., in 1855. He was 
educated at Upper Canada College, the 
University of Toronto, where he grad- 
uated in 1877 (AI. A., 1880), Knox Col- 
lege, Toronto (D. D., 1903), Edinburgh 
University (Ph.D.), and the University 
of Leipzig. He was ordained in 1881 
and went to Edmonton where he war 
minister of the First’ Presbyteriay 
church until 1887, In the latter year 
he was transferred to Manitoba Col- 
lege and has remained in connection 
with the institution since that time. 
Many Delegates Present. 
Westminster church, where all the 
meetings of the assembly will be held, 
was completely filled when the open- 
ing service was begun. It was estimat- 
ed that there were fully five hundred 
delegates present, every Presbytery in 
the church from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific being represented by ministers 
und laymen. The balance of the con- 
gregation was made up of representa- 
tives of the many Presbyterian chur- 
chés in the city and other religious 
organizations. , Rev, David Christie 
opened the service and with him on 
the pulpit were the Rev. Dr. Malcohn 
McGillivray, of Kingston, Ont., the 
moderator, and Rey. Dr. Bryce, retir- 
ing moderator; Rev. Dr. Herridge 
also a past moderator, The choir of 
the church was present and contribut- 
ed anthems, The feature of the ser- 
vice was the annual sermon of the re- 
tiring moderator, preached by the 
Rev. Dr. McGillivray, from the text 
“Even us God chose us in Christ be- 
fore the foundation of the world.” 
The address was an eloquent appeal to 
individual Christians and to the 
church as an organization to advanco 
to higher modes of life and greater 
effort in the direction of the attain- 
ment of real Christian ideals, As was 
natural under the circumstances the 
nature of the chureh and the work 
which it ought to do were discussed, 
especially in the concluding passages.

Sir Sam Hughes’ notion that the 
people of Canada owe Col. Allison 
a debt of gratitude is no wider of 
the mark than his idea of the in- 
telligence of the same people if he 
thinks they can be got to recognize 
any such debt. 


It is not surprising, painful as it 
is, to find the names of Edmonton 
men in the casualty lists resulting 
from the recent fighting at Ypres. 
A few days ago a despatch warn- 
ed us that Edmonton units had 
been engaged. That being the 
case it could not be expected, but 
that some who had gone would not 
return, and that many more 
would come back bearing the 
marks of their honorable wounds, 
The relatives of those who have 
fallen may be sure they have the 
heartfelt sympathy of their towns- 
folk, and that in the days that are 
to come the names and memories 
of their lost ones will be kept in 
perpetual veneration. 


The Winnipeg Telegram thinks 
some Canadian manufacturers are 
taking advantage of the tariff 
‘*wall’’ to raise the prices of their 
goods out of comparison to prices 
beyond the wall. Likely enough. 
The Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce says he does not know of 
any reason for maintaining the 
wall if it does not allow the manu- 
facturers inside to boost their 
prices beyond the level established 
by open competition; and the 
Canadian manufacturers show 
pretty often that they want the 
wall retained. There is nothing 
new in the phenomenon noted, nor 
in the Telegram’s proposal that 
some means should be provided in 
law for protecting the public from 
the rapacity of the protected 
manufacturers. In most high- 
tariff countries the publie are 
given some such consideration. 
They should be in Canada. 


The Hudson's Bay Company 
and the province of Manitoba have 
decided to try out the question of 
whether or not the company is 
amenable to provineial liquor 
laws, or whether its charter gives 
it the power to sell liquor in dis- 
regard of such laws. It is fortun- 
ate that the question is to be tested 
now rather than later on. As 
most of the provinces are adopting 
prohibition, a decision favorable to 
the company would give it a mono- 
poly in the booze business in the 
urger portion of Canada. And 
presumably if the company can 
sell in prohibiton provinces it can 
also sell during the prohibited 
hours in provinces under the 
license system. The matter is 
therefore one of importance 
throughout the whole Dominion. 
Should the company be found to 
have the right claimed a solution 
would have to be found under 
which it would forego its right of 
sale. <A situation could not con- 
tinue in which one commercial in- 
stitution would be above the law.

ing in the harvest fields. Detective 
Bftinberger, by taking. the sworn 
statements. of interpreters, succeeded 
in bringing the man to justice and ge- 
¢ured a conviction in the case, making 
the fifth sedition case in which the 
evidence secured a conyiction, 

G. EB. Winkler, of Robertson and 
Winkler, conducted an able defense 
but the court held e view that these 
seditious actiona on the part of resi- 
dents of this country must cease, 
adequate punishment to be meted out 
to anyone acting in a manner hurtful 
to the welfare of the crown. E. B. 
Cogswell acted for the crown. 

The trial of Harry Lahola, charged 
with false pretenses in connection 
with a cattle deal, is in progress at 
the supreme court, judgment in which 
will in all probability be given by the 
Hon. Justice Walsh today. J. A. Mo- 
Caffry is defending in this case. 


COOKS AND WAITERS 
MEET RESTAURANTS 


A Preliminary Discussion Takes 
Place Regarding Points Which 
Are in Dispute 


At one time yesterday, it looked as 
if the trouble between the Cooks’ and 
Walters“ Union and the restaurant 
proprietors, who so far, have not 
signed up with the union, would come 
to an end, 

A deputation of the Cooks’ and 
Waiters’ Union accompanied by Se- 
cretary Farmilo, of the Trades and 
Labor Council, met the proprietors of 
the “We Should Worry,” Phoenix and 
Arcadia restaurants during the after- 
noon, and some talk ensued, but the 
cooks and walters allege that a some- 
what unreasonable attitude was taken 
up by the proprietors, 

The restaurant keepers took the 
stand that as business conditions are 
not nearly so good as vhen they were 
first asked to sign the new scale, they 
could not now consider the compro- 
mise offer that they made before the 
strike began. 

They also objected to ,what they 
term the “establishment of a boycott” 
against the three restaurants in ques- 
tion when other restaurants, and ho- 
tels in the city who never did have a 
union card, are not bothered, stating 
that some of their former customers 
are now cating in these places which 
never did employ union labor, be- 
cause it was implied that all eating 
places except the three who refused to 
sign the new scale were under the new 
agreement. 

No definite decision wae arrived at 
but as this meeting has been a kind of 
preliminary feeler, more ‘successful no- 
gotiations may take place in the near 
future,

ELECTRIC LIGHT 
DEPT. HAD $4,117.17 
SURPLUS IN APRIL 


The electric light and power de- 
partment, for the month of April, 
showed a surplus of $4,117.17, after 
all charges had been taken care of, 
neluding depreciation, interest and 
edemption. 

Superintendent Ormsby's report 
showed that $100.90 capital expendi- 
ture was made during the month. 
Items of expenditure were: Power 
urchased, $21,949.82; operation, 

3,812.34; maintenance, $1,630.55; 
total, $26,692.21. o this has to be 
added: Depreciation, $1,266.31; de- 
bonture interest and redemption, 

5,082.69. Total expenditure, $32,- 

941.19, 
Revenue for the month amounted to 
$36,268.36. Deducting the expendi- 
ture; ‘excluding debenture interest and 
redemption, this leaves a balance of 
$9,666.15 and with $800 bank interest 
dded, $10,466.15, Deducting the bank 
nterest and redemption, there is a 
surplus of $4,117.17. 

North side sales during 
totalled $82,499.35, and

FUTURE OF LIVE 
STOCK INDUSTRY 


Breeding of Good and More Stock 
Helps the Allies and the 
Farmer 


Hopefulness and confidence in the 
future were the notrceable features at 
all the live stock meetings held dur- 
ing the winter, and they were general 
throughout the country, United with 
the optimism expressed was the ur- 
gent call to the farmer to breed bet- 
ter, or us well as possible, and breed 
true to type, Not alone the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, but also 
the various provincial departments, 
are engaged in active efforts to place 
pure-bred animals at the disposal of 
farmers generally. Thus there is lit- 
tle excuse for breeding to scrubs and 
seventeenth degree mongrels. Above 
all is the item of health. The wise 
farmer will take care that the cattle 
he uses are not only true in pedigree 
but are good in conformation, sound 
in health and free from possibility of 
hereditary diseases, In breeding, 
above all things, there is truth in the 
saying that a dollar well spent is a 
pound well earned. 

At all times it behooves farmers to 
note that things are well with their 
live stock, but there never was a 
period when Canndians were more 
earnestly summoned to do their ut- 
most in this respect. Never was there 
a period when so much depended upon 
their efforts. In a comparatively short 
time, reckoned by years, probably be- 
fore the cattle begotten this year came 
to carly maturity, there is going to be 
n universal demand far live stock of 
every description, but especially for 
the boyine, The nations at present at 
war will be very tired of eating can- 
ned ond salted stuff, and will demand 
fresh beef, and, as for dairy cattle, 
there is even now a acarcity of milk 
owing to the great output of cheese re- 
quired, and the needs of the day must 
of necessity be very far short of what 
they will be when declarations of 
peace are signed, On the manner of 
cattle we breed now will depend our 
sucess and profit not alone then, but 
always, 

Live stock breeding is a branch of 
production that, following the beauti- 
ful harvest of last year is naturally 
proveminent in the agriculturist mind. 


Taken in conjunction with fruitful 
fields if sueeessfully, wisely and 
thriftly carried on it means untold 


prosperity to the country, It means 
money to the farmer and benefit to 
the soil. It means help to Britain and 
her allles. In short it means promt at 
round, The main things needed to bring 
this about are to breed to the avail- 
able best. to pay every possible ra- 
spect to health and sanitation, to hold 
on to producing cows, to give every 
good heifer a chance, to bear in mind 
in securing service that the cheapest is 
more frequently than not the dearest 
in the long run, and to remember that 
Canada’s reputation as n producing 
country will be partioularly at stake 
in the earliest shipments after the 
war,

SAILORS RESCUED 


Few Men Were Picked Up From 
British Ships Which Were 
Sunk 


In Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

BERLIN, via London, June 7—The 
following official communication was 
issued today concerning rescues made 
by the German warships after the re- 
cent battle off Jutland: 

“After the sea battle the German 
naval forces rescued from the battle 
cruiser Queen Mary, one ensign and 
one man; from the battle cruiser In- 
defatigable, two men; from the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Tipperary,\ seven 
men, including two wounded; from 
the destroyer Nestor, two officers, two. 
deck officers and 75 men, including 
six, wounded; from the destroyer No- 
mad, four officers and 68 men, la- 
cluding one officer and ten men 
wounded; and from the destroyer Tur- 
bulent fourteen men, all of them 
wounded. These 176 men were saved 
by our small cruisers and torpedo 
boats.”

The steamship Denmark has been 
chartered to go to the relief of Don- 
ald B. MacMillan's Crokerland expe- 
dition, it was announced in New York 
Wednesday by the American Museum 
of Natural History, MacMillan is 
now supposed to be several hundred 
miles northwest of Northern Green- 
land, while members of the firat relief 
party are frozen in at Parker Snow 
Bay, 150 miles south of Etah.

ARE CHECKED 
BY ITALIANS 


Counter Attacks on Enemy Have 
Been Notably Successful Says 


(Ry Morning Bulletin: Leased Wyte) 

ROME, June 7—Checks for tho 
Austrians all wlong the line of their 
aliack in the gouthern Tyrol are re- 
vorted today by the war.o! . The 
Important Cont Zugna position in the 
Adige valley is still firmly held, while 
near Compo Mulo, northeast of Asiago, 
an Italian counter attack was notably 
succesaful. Today's official statement 
ix as follows: ö 

“The enemy on Monday evening re- 
pented his violent attacks, supported 
by intense artillery ‘fire, against our 
positions in the upper valley of the 
Arsa, on Monto Spiri and along the 
Campo Mulo valley, northeast of Ast- 
ngo. He was everywhere repulsed 
with very heavy losses to him. On 
the heights east of the Campo Mulo 
we vigorously counter attacked the 
enemy infantry, pursuing them with 
the bayonet to the bottom’ of the val- 
ley. 

“Yesterday, along the whole front 
from the Adige to the Brenta, artillery 
actions occurred. Enemy attempts to 
attack in the direction of Coni Zugna, 
in the Adige valley, and, against our 
positions southeast of Asiago, were 
promptly repelled by our fire. 

"In the Drava valley we are cone 
tinuing our bombardment of the Tob- 
lach and Sillian stations. 

“On the Carnia and Isonzo fronts 
there has been an intense exchange of 
bomb and mining warfare, and infan- 
try. activity.”
